REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office action dated May 8, 2006, the Examiner rejected claims 1, 9 and 17 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2d paragraph as being indefinite. Claims 1 - 6 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,825,5 1 9 B2 to Li et al in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,407,422 BI to Asano et al Claims 7 and 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over '519 in view of *422 and fiirther in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,664,1 16 B2 to Li et al 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-18 of U.S. Patent No. 7,053,001, 
granted May 30, 2006, U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/676,983 and claims 1-19 of U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/780,919, filed February 17, 2004. The Examiner allowed claims 
9-20, provided terminal disclaimer are filed for the above identified patent and application. 

In the Specification, no changes. 

In the Claims, Claims 1, 9 and 17 are amended to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
2d paragraph rejection. The preamble now recites that the ferroelectric layer is deposited on an 
indium-containing layer, which is subsequently defined in the body of the claim as an indium- 
containing thin film. Claim 1 is also amended to include a limitation that the ferroelectric layer is 
deposited on the indium-containing thin film, which should overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
rejections of claims 1-8, rendering the claims allowable. 

In light of the foregoing amendment and remarks, the Examiner is respectfiilly 
requested to reconsider the rejections and objections stated in the Office action, and pass the 
application to allowance.
